‘PLAGUE,’ 

To the Eilitor of the *Cuwxa Mam! 

Hongkong, 23rd April, 1898. 

Sin, In view of the fact that it is so 
difficult for the authorities to obtain in- 
forrsation from tho Chinese enneerning tho 
oxistened of cases of plague in their houses, 
would itnot be advisable fer the-Govern- 
mont to consider the expediency of in- 

ituting o-system of rewards for the giving 
of information regarding such cases t : 

I Unlitve tif such an arrangenient was 
in force during the opidemic of 1894, and 
that it worked satisfactorily un tho whole. 

Therois, nv doubt, one obvious vhjection 
to wich wschome, namely, the fact that 
thany cases of fever would bo erroneously 
Lreported ns eases’ of plague, but, om the. 
“other hand, it would bo very ugeful for the 
Government, to, be kapt wall formed os 
regards ‘the general health of “the com- 
munity, and, moreover, carly information 
concorning cagcy of plague inight unable 
tho-Governmont to eflectually-segregatethe- 
sick and thus prevent them from conumuni- 
eating the Uistdse to their family-drfrienda- 

I simply put forward this idoa ns a sug- 
gestion. . si“ . 

The Governincnt will doubtloss bo readily
